Please find below a communication from the EXAMINER in charge of this application 



Reply filed September 22, 2003 fails to place this application in condition for 
allowance for the following reasons. 

The paper copy of the Sequence listing filed September 22, 2003 and a copy of 
the computer readable form (CRF) thereof filed November 13, 2003 are not identical. 
The paper copy contains 32 sequences while the CRF contains 8 sequences. 

The specification has been amended to delete Figure 1 and the references to 
some sequences, at least to SEQ ID NOs: 2 and 3. However, the Sequence Listing 
contains SEQ ID NOs: 2 and 3. Furthermore, the specification has been amended to 
introduce the text previously not present therein such as, for example, on page 5 ("For 
production in mammalian cells, ...") and page 11, ("B. subtilis, Pseudomonas"). It 
appears that the amendment raises the new matter issues and Applicants have 
provided no explanation for the changes introduced to the specification. Since 
prosecution on the merits has been closed in the last Office action, the amendment 
filed September 22, 2003 will not be entered.
